The extent of the earthquake destruc- 
tion at Philippopolis is far yreater than 
was indicated by the frst reports. It is 
impossible yet to determine the total 
number killed and injured or to estimate 
the damage done, which 1s very great. It 
is known, however, that over a thousand 
dwellings are in ruins uw two quarters of 
the city and that numbers of others are 
uninhabitable. The whole district outside 
Philippopolis is also affected and it is 
known that RR five neighbouring villages 
twenty-seven lives have teen lost and that 
many have “been injured. 

Reports fam Philippopolis show that 
the earthquake was warticularly violent 
in the low-lying parts of the town, north. 
and south. Several tobacco warehouses

Ten 
bodies have so far been recovered from 
the ruins. 

BRIDGE DAMAGED. 

The station shared the fate of the 
villace, A bridee on the 
Maritza, near Papazly, and the railway 
station at Pnilipovo, were damaged. The 
road bed of the railway near Papazly has 
sunk six feet over a distance of a mile 
and a half. 

It is believed that the epicentre of the 
disturbance was between Papazly and 
Sadova. The shocks, which began at 9 
pem., continued until two o'clock in the 
morning. The first and last were the most 
violent. There was a general panic at 
Tchirpan, and several persons became de- 
mented.

Mr. Saklatvala (Communist)—Does the 
Home Secretary insinuate that this note 
was traced directly from the Russian 
bank to the person in whose possession it 
was found, or does he mean that during 
the process of circulation the note passed 
through a certain bank to the hands of 
the person referred to?

PETROL TAX, 


A BRITISH BUDGET 
RUMOUR. 
——— 


Among the Budget proposals which Mr. 
Churchill is expected to present in the 
House of Commons on Tuesday is a brand 
new tax, and it is rumoured that it will 
be put on petrol. 

‘In the past few days there have been 
significant inquiries, and in some quarters 
it is believed that the Chancellor pro- 
poses to introduce the petrol tax in a form 
approximating to that demanded by the 
motoring community. According to this 
version, the horse-power tax is to be 
reduced from £1 to 10s. per horse-power 
unit, and the remainder of the revenue 
customarily raised from motor vehicles is 
to be produced by the tax on petrol. 

It is suggested, too, that the re-arrange- 
ment of motor taxation is to be such as to 
ensure an increase in the total yield to 
the Exchequer. 

The scheme would enable motorists to 
enjoy the benefits of a petrol tax having 
some relation to the use of the road, and, 
at the same time, enable the Treasury to 
continue to reap many of the adminis- 
trative and revenue advantages of the 
horse-power tax. 

Another version is rather more startling 
—from the point of view of the motorist. 
It is that Mr. Churchill will propose a 
duty on petrol, and leave the horse-power 
tax as it is at present—£1 per unit. This 
is an entirely new suggestion. Those who 
realise the extent. of -the Chancellor’s 
revenue needs in financing, however, 
believe that the Chancellor’s interest in 
petrol is that of revenue seeker and not 
motor taxation reformer.

ASSOCIATION, 


GOOD PUBLICITY WORK. 


Interesting references to the work of the 
Ulster Tourist Development Association 
were made yesterday at the annual meet- 
ing of the Association in the Grand 
Central Hotel, Belfast. 

The Chairman (Mr. Robert Baillie), in 
moving the adoption of the annual report, 
said that the year just closed had been 
one of steady progress, and their efforts 
had had satisfactory results. The work of 
the Association proceeded on two distinct 
lines. They had the task of educating 
their friends across the sea as to the 
attractions of Ulster as a holiday resort ; 
and, secondly, of educating their people 
at home, not only as to the necessity for 
hearty co-operation with the Association 
in bringing visitors to the province, but 
also as to the need for providing 
adequately for their comfort and enter- 
tainment when they arrived. The people 
of Ulster were beginning to appreciate not 
only the need for work such as that in 
which they were engaged, but also the 
ability of their organisation to carry it 
through successfully. The membership of 
the Alssociation had increased consider- 
ably during the year, and there were now 
47 of the rural and urban councils cf 
Ulster definitely identified with the move- 
ment. The development of the tourist 
traffic in Ulster was calculated to benefit 
all sections of the community and all parts 
of the province, and he hoped the coming 
year would: see a larger addition to the 
amounts subscribed by the public bodies, 
and a great increase in their private 
muibesihi . 

They had advertised Ulster in 58 news- 
papers and periodicals with an estimated 
circulation of 20,000,000. Ulster, with all 
its wonderful charms, had been before at 
least thirty million people. In addition, 
numerous articles had ae meer in news- 
papers and magazines describing their 
seaside and inland health resorts, as well 
as other attractions. A new and compre- 
hensive guide to the province had been 
prepared, and the first edition of fifty 
thousand copies will be issued in a few 
days. A new folder for circulation in 
America had been issued, and practically 
the entire issue of 50,000 had been 
distributed. 


HOTEL ACCOMMODATION. 

While the question of hotel accommoda- 
tion was one which they could not afford 
to ignore, the problem was not primarily 
theirs, and the Association was not 
brought into existence for that purpose. 
If an increasing number of visitors are 
brought to the province, the people of 
Ulster, and particularly those engaged in 
the hotel business, must realise their 
responsibility and see that adequate pro- 
vision was made for their reception and 
comfort. He would like to emphasise 
again that while the equipment and con- 
venience of a city hotel could not be 
expected in many of their country dis- 
tricts, there were some things that were 
absolutely essential. The first of these 
was cleanliness, the second good food, and 
the third courtesy and attention. 

He said that he was glad to tell them 
that the happiest relations obtained 
between themselves. and the Irish Tourist 
Association in Dublin and Cork. They were 
glad to welcome among them that day re- 
presentatives from this Association. They 
had found opportunities for mutual co- 
operation, and he boped this co-operation 
would continue to increase. While the 
first duty of an Ulsterman was to his own 
province, they all loved their native land 
and prayed for its prosperity. Nothing 
gave them greater pleasure when oppor- 
tunity occurred of helning those who 
visited them in the North to make 
arrangements to travel South and see the 
beauties of the southern part of the 
Emerald Isle, and he was sure that it 
gave their friends from Dublin the same 


‘pleasure to return the compliment.

PERJURY DENOUNCED. 


DISTRICT JUSTICE ON ITS 
GRAVITY. 

“Do they think that God is an old 
gentleman with a long, white beard, 
sitting on a cloud—a simpleton whom they 
can delude at their own sweet will?” 
said District Justice Rice in the Court 
at Dowra, County Leitrim, in the course 
of a strong denunciation of perjury in 
Free State Courts. The evidence given 
on a former occasion in a case that came 
before him—that of a man charged with 
robbery under arms—was so contradictory 
that Mr. Ricé declared that perjury had 
been rampant... He _ often. wondered 
whether the apostles and protagonists of 
that vile and cowardly crime ever thought 
of the long and lonely. journey which they 
must take some ‘day. They would have 
no boon companions with them on that 
trip, only God, Whom they had insulted 
and derided openly in a public tribunal. 
Any petty triumph ‘which they might gain 
at the expense oí their honour, their 
virtue and their self-respect would turn 
to dead sea fruit in their mouths. before 
the end came. Mr. Rice's remarks were 
applauded in the court. 

He then ordered the Civic Guards to 
discharge the man, Michael M’Brien, of 
Allachullion, Swanlinbar, who had been 
charged with armed: robbery at Corry and 
Ballinaglera Post Offices ia January, 1928, 
and January, 1927. 


OBITUARY. 


LORD EVERSLEY. 


Lord Eversley, who has been a prominent 
figure in Liberal political life for more than 
half a century, died in his ninety-sixth year, 
at his home Abbotsworthy House, Kings- 
worthy, Winchester, yesterday. Lord 
Eversley, formerly. George John 
Lefevre, was born on June 12, 1852, the son 
of Sir George Shaw-Lefevre, and was created 
Baron in 1906. 

Educated at Eton and Trinity College, 
Cambridge, Lord Eversley was. called to the 
Bar in 1855.” In 1874 he married Constance 


Ducie. His political career began in 1863 
when he was elected for Reading, a seat 
which he retained until 1885, when he was 
defeated by Mr. Charles T. Murdoch. Within 
three years of his election to the Commons 
he was appointed a Civil Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, and two years later he was selected 
as Commissioner to negotiate a Convention on 
Fisheries with the French Government. 

Lord Eversley in 1868 carried the vote’ in 
the House of Commons for the arbitration of 
the Alabama claims. .In the following year 
he was Secretary to the Board of Trade under 
Mr. John Bright, a post which he held until 
1871, when he became Under Secretary at 
the Home Office and Secretary to the Ad- 
miralty. From 1881 to 1883 he was First 
Commissioner of Works. 

SIXPENNY TELEGRAMS. 

Lord Eversle » as Postmaster-General, in 
1883 carried the Act that established six- 
peony telegrams. Central Bradford returned 

im to Parliament in: 1685, and re- 
turned him as its member «for ten years. 
As Chairman of the Royal Commission’ on 
Loss of Life at Sea he did excellent work. 
He became a member of Mr. Gladstone’s 
Cabinet, as First Commissioner’ of Works, 
in 1892, and two years later he was Presi- 
dent of the Local Government Board. He 
carried the Equalisation of Rates of London 
Act. Another aspect of his work was the 
founding, in 1866, of the Commons Preserva- 
tion Society, of which he was ¢hairman— 
with. short. intervals—until his death. He 
was Chairman of the Royal Commission on 
Agricultural Depression tr 
and in 1897 was elected to the London 
County Council as. a Progressive. | Various 
important Committees in the’ House of Com- 
mons were under Lord ‘Eversley’s chairman- 
ship, among. them . being the Married 
Woman's Property Act, 1868; the Bright 
Clauses of the Irish Larid Act, thé London 
Parochial Charities “Act, and the Agriéul- 
tural Holdings Act. Lord Eversley, during 
the. Home Rule campaign, was one of Mr. 
Gladstone's staunchest supporters. . “The 
Statistical Society appointed him as Presi 
dent in 1878. “ : 

Until he was well over seventy Lord 
Eversley was a regular cyelist,. and was 
frequently seen pedalling through the streets 
of Winchester. It is noteworthy that his 
uncle, Viscount Eversley, who was Speaker 
of the House of Commons from 1839 to 1857, 
lived to the age of ninety-four. Lord 
Eversley leaves no heir. 


SIR EDWARD SULLIVAN, BART. 


We regret to announce the death of Sir 
Edward Sullivan, second baronet, which took 
place in a London nursing home yesterday. 
Sir Edward Sullivan was in his‘ seventy-fifth 
year. His father: was the first baronet who 
was successively Master of the Rolls and Lord 
Chancellor of Ireland. He was educated at 
the Portora Royal School. Enniskillen, and at. 
Trinity College, Dublin. He was a first honour- 
man in clagsics, and a classical Scholar and 
Moderator. In 1879 he was called to the Bar 
at the King’s Inns, Dublin, and in 1888 he 
was called to the English Bar at the Middle 
Temple. He contested successfully the St. 
Stephen’s Green Division of Dublin in 1886 
as a Liberal-Unionist, and in 1892 he con- 
tested the Chester-le-Street Division. of 
Durham. He was an  ex-Trustee of the 
National Library. of Ireland. . 

Sir Edward Sullivan was an authority on 
old book-binding. and was an ex-President of 
“* Ye Sette i wt Volumes.”
